plant,. whIclAat present seems Inevi- 
table; through failure of tho Wleland 
Dairy company and othor big dealers 
to buy from the local company. The 
aneotlng today follows conforoncoa 
with tho Wleland company and of- 
ficials of tho Pure Milk Association 
which had failed to discloao any 
reasonable assurance that tho Antl- 
och plant would be continued In oper- 
ation. 

Reprcaentatlves of tho Dairy com- 
pany In Chicago today are S. J. Mc- 
Innis, plant superintendent, Mrs. 
Unian Williams, secretary, and a 
K. Anderson, vice president 
Wleland Erects Platforms 
While the Wleland company still 
accepts milk from tho local plant, 
loading platforms have been erected 
here and at PlkevlHe whore the cans 
may be picked up direct from the 
farm producers. - The company may | 
docltno to take tho milk from the 
local plant at any time. 

Flrat news that the Wleland com-| 
pany contemplated dealing direct 
with producers instead of through 
tho local company's iilant were 
brought to a meeting ot farmers at 
PikevlUe on December 18, and It'was 
downed advisable to call a mooting 
of the patrons In order to got on ex- 
pression of the dairymen regarding 
the Antloch plant This meeting; 
also held at PIkevIlle on Christmas 
eve, disclosed that 53 producers were 
in favor of continuing delivery to 
Antloch, -n-hlle eight favored plat- 
form dellvejy. SIxiy-one were pres- 
i-nt ". 

Dairymen Favor Antioch

attitude of the producers, and a com- ; 
niltteo oompoBcd of three r*presonta- 
llve dairymen, Ralph Fields, Lostor 
Perry and B. Glllmore, was selected 
to accompany three Dairy company 
offlclols to carry the nows to the Pure 
Milk Association headQuarters In 
Chicago and to tho Wleland com- 
pany. The committee reported It 
was fold on DecQm<ber 27 that 
"nothing could be done about It; that 
tho WloJand company waa cutting 
expensei and preferred to pick up 
their milk from platforms. 
Civic Enterorise 
Ortaiilted In 1927 its a dvlc on'.e"- 
prise whcr. the plant and real estate 
was purchased from the Broxham 
Dairy company, tho local pi on t repre- 
sonted aa original Investment of 
thousands of doHars, and long con- 
tinued effort to assure '■ Its establlnh- 
ment on a paying basis. Heading the 
group of dvlc minded ^dtlaens who 
wished to preserve tho Industry for 
the community and to afford a con- 
venient place of delivery for produc- 
ers, were W. R. Williams and C. E. 
ShulUs, veteran Antloch merchants, 
ond R. C. Abt, at that time president 
of the Antloch Bualnoss Club. These 
three men raised the necessary cap- 
ital needed to purchase the property 
and launch the enterprise, Later 
stock was sold to H. J. Vos, Mrs. 
Lillian Wliriaros and a K. Anderson. 
Popular Plant 
The original company was incor- 
pomtcd and was granted a charter of 
Industry for "receiving raw milk, 
cooling same and shipping to the 
Chicago market" Mr. Abt waa presl-- 
dent. Mr, ■ShuUls, secretary, and Mr. 
Williams, trcaauror. These three. In 
active charge of the bualneoa for 
•many years, saw the enterprise grow, 
from a Btooll beginning wfth a few ^ 
■patrons delivering a few thousand . 
pounds of milk, to nearly a hundred 
patrons with a dally volume of ap-' 
proximately 30,00tt pounda.; Produc- 
ers have -received their money regu- 
larly- and their Interests have been 
fostered by the company at all times. 
Beyond question local producers 
are loyal to the Antloch dairy, and It

Man Caught Robbing 

King's Drug Store 

Pleads Guilty 



Charley Hoge,- Antloch man who 
was caught robbing King's drug store 
on the morning of December 30, has 
bee:n taken to the nHnoIa -state prison 
farm at Vandalla where ho will serve 
a sentence of ono year Impoaod by 
County Judge Perry Ij. Persons. 

Pleodlng guilty to a charge of .petty 
larceny when arraigned In county 
court Monday, Hoge was given the 
lighter aentence upon the recommen- 
dation of State's Attorney Charles H. 
^loson who explained that the man 
hxid stolen only "small amounts" from 
the drug store, totalling about »50. 
Had authorities pressed the burglary 
charge; Hoge would have drawn a 
penitenflary sentence; which Is man- 
datory upon conviction of a felony 
charge, ! 

After the local drug store had been 
entered and money taken from cauh 
registers on four successive nights, 
Proprietor Frank King notified Sher- 
iff LaVrenco A, ' Dpollttle. who as- 
signed Deputy Stanley Christian to 
watch the store on tho fifth night. 
Shortly before daylight Hoge was 
seen to enter the buiiaing through a 
basement win Bow and when he came 
Into the store he was arrested by the 
deputy. 

Hoge, heretofore considered honest 
by Antloch business men for whom 
he had- worked at various times;* had 
been drinking hearlly during the 
days the rdbheries occurred. He waa 
connected with the* thefts when he 
left his foot prints In fullers earth 
spread In the store by the druggist. 



Paul ^'Duke" Bein camimltted sui- 
cide "yesterday at Twin Lakes by de- 
liberately leaping In front of a Chi- 
cago & North Western locomotive, 
according to Coroner James A. Cros- 
stn ot Kenosha county who conduct- 
ed the Investigation Into the man's 
death. 

Bein, 54 years old. proprietor of the 
Roxona cafe at Twin lAkes. left 
notes Indicating that he contemplated 
ending his life. One note found In 
his cafe stated that he was "awfully 
sorry I had to do this, but 1 thought 
this was the only way out-" 

His body was decapitated and bad- 
ly mutilated. The remains irere 
taken to Kenosha, pending Inatmc- 
tlons from relatives. 

Blame. Finances 
Financial difflcultlos -were blamed 

,by authoritlefljtor the tragedy .1 , 

The notes, found In the cash regis- 
ter and scattered In other parts of 
the cafe, were written In pencil. All 
left the Impression he planned to 
end his life, the coroner eald. 

The engineer on the train, Thomas 
Magulre, of Chicago, and a Twin 
LAkes hotel proprietor. Jack Peter- 
son, saw Bein approach the tracks. 
Both said he apparently Jumped di- 
rectly In front ot the locomotive. 

Magulre said ho noticed ^ Bein 
sweeping tho walk. In front of bis 
building 03 the train approached 
Twin lakes. Bein, he aald. aUrted 
walking along the tracks, toward the 
crossing, swinging hia broom as If 
In greeting to the engineer. Just ua 
the. engine moved onto the crossing 
I Mogulre told Coroner -Crofealn and 
Deputy Jay Glerum, he stepped Into 
.the tracks. 

Came from Illinois 
The other trainmen. Fireman Ja*. 
Madlaon. of Kenosha, and Conductor 
Frank Archer, of Harvard, 111., did 
not see the tragedy. , The train. No. 
917, was a mixed iwsaenger-mllk 
train, enroute from Kenosha to "Har- 
vard. 

Bein, who waa widely known 
throughout the roaort section and by 
* hundreds of persons who visited the 
Kenosha county resort, had resided 
In Twin Lakes for about six- yours, 
coming there from Fox Lake. III. 

He was divorced from his wife 
about 5 yeara ago and has no chil- 
dren, friends said. He had one 
brother, Edward Bein, who roaldoa 
in Chicago, but otlier. survivors are 
unknown. 



LEGISLATURE IS 
ASKED 10 AID 



Debts Amount to More than 
• $425,000; See Many 
Payless Paydays 



After pondering for hours over tho 
straitened financial condition of tho 
county, memibers of the board of au* 
pervlsors. voted Tneeday to aak tho 
aid of the state legislature In roUeT* 
Ing the Bltuation. 

A resolution which asks that tha 
stale vehicle tax laws bo amended to 
permit diversion of a portion of tho 
refunds to meet current debts o£ 
counties was passed by the board 
and will be sent to representatlroa 
from this district for Introduction la 
the assembly. 

Owes Large Sum 
The county is now more than $426,- 
000 In debt without any avallablo 
means of meeting lU obllgaildns. 
Of this amount $105,000 representa 
bills that Are owed to merchants and 
to supply houses for materials and 
supplies furnished to the different de- 
partments of the county. The sura 
of ;ii45,000 Is owed to funds which 
have been drawn upon lor relief of 
the more active departments while 
there are 1176.000 outstanding In tax 
warrants which the county will not 
be able to redeem. 

While some opposition may develop 
In the county because of the prt^ 
posed diversion of funds from tho 
njalntenonce of highways to the pay- 
ments ot obllgatiana ot other de- 
piartments of the county the super- 
visors anticipate soch complaints ai 
a mere whisper as against tho roar 
thai already has arisen from tho 
throats of the unpaid. 

Tradesmen Await Pay. 
]4er(^ants. many of them of lim- 
ited means, have been waiting moro 
than six nM)nths for payment of bills 
owed them by the county. 

Members of the board believe that 
their proposal will meet with ap- 
prover in Ihe state legislature as 
there are many other counties bi 
straitened drcumetances In the stato 
thalt are now crying for financial 
relief.

Armed with an 
imposing array of charts and grapHs, ^tr. Dawes ob- 
served that during a.y depression, the demand for 
durable goods rises last— but rises fastest once it starts. 
Then he made the unequivocal forecast that June or 
July of the present year will mark the commencement 
of a period of full business prosperity. Basis for this 
forecast was the experience of past depressions, notably 
those of 1875 and 1893. In each case, according to 
Mr. Dawes, demand for heavy goods appeared precisely 
five years and six months following the stock market 
collapse.

THE REWARD FOR EXTRAVAGANCE 
Government finances should be regarded precisely 
as individual financial problems. 

When an individual spends more than he earns, ne 
becomes insolvent. He loses his sources of credit. 
He loses something even more valuable— the confidence 
and faith of others. He eventually goes bankrupt. 

Tlic situation is no different when it comes to gov- 
ernment, except that its credit sources are greater. It 
can stave off the day of reckoning longer. It can per- 
form financial slelght-of-hand through tnck bookkeep- 
ing that will serve to obscure actual facts for a time. 
But eventually extravagances overtake even govern- 
mcnt as they do the individual. Insolvency mevitably 
results from failure to balance outgo with income. 

It is a common fallacy tliat there is no end to the 
taxing power of governnWnt— that jt. has a hnutless 
source of income. But when taxes soar mon^ goes 
into hiding. It is destroyed thruogh business failures^ 
and shut-downs. Property is taken over by sutes and 
municipalities. Industrial developments itop. invest- 
ments are curtailed. Men are thrown out of work 
and are unable to find other jobs. Government has 
the power to tax— but that is a worthless power in- 
deed when there is nothing to tax. 

The American governmental units arc not bank- 
rupt. The* chances arc they will never be. But the 
only way to remain solvent is to live within mcome— 
both as individuals and as economic entities. The in- 
stitution docs not exist that can go on forever spending 
more than it earns.

We need 
noTcr tiro of any one of them, and 
which helps to keep our food budget 
they nro always avallablo at a price 
low. Grain, In fact. Is our most 
«coDomlcal source of energy-glTlng 
foods. 

Besides being a source of energy, 
sill cereals contain tho Important 
vitamin B. which promotes growth. 
VlUmln D we flntf In tho germ por- 
tion of tho grain, and as It Is raluablo 
In stimulating tho appetite It Is es- 
pecially rocommondcd for growing 
children. Vitamin E Is also present, 
and through a process known as Ir- 
radiation some cereals contain also 
Tltaniln D. The mineral content 
rarles according to the portion of the 
grain used. Phoiphonii and Iron are 
generally present. 

A food which Is so nutritious and 
which cosU so Uttlo should not he 
regarded solely as a breakfast food. 
More and more cereals are being used 
as a part of nearly every menu. For 
breakfast the family usually likes 
them with sugar and cream or top 
milk, and sometimes with fruit or In 
hot breads. 

• Make your breakfast more Interest- 
ing by keeping on hand a supply of 
several different kinds of cereals, 
both cooked and uncooked.

Are colda catching? Ves, cer- 
tainly, they arc. The virus of colds 
is abundant in the secretions of a 
person witH a cold, and Is spread 
to others by the victim through 
sneezing and coughing. 'Tbia Is 
particularly true when a person Is 
just coming down with a cold. Dur- 
ing the later sUgcs of the disease 
—after the fourth or fifth day— a 
person with a cold probably will 
not give it to others. 

One Way to Etcap« Colil* 

U one could only tWe the life of 
a hermit, quite away from erery- 
•ne else, bo would never catch cold, 
•Ten though the weather were u 
cold aa GreeiiUnd. Studies have 
been made at Spitsbergen, a Nor- 
wegian coal mining camp of some 
600 people living within tho Artie 
circle. These people are cut off 
from the world from October to 
late May by the Ice. Their work la 
rigorous and full of exposure; yet 
they do not catch cold all winter 
long. When the ice goes oat and 
the first ship arrives In Spitsbergen 
from Norway late In Moy, the 
whole community cornea down at 
once with colds. 

One of the penalties that we pay 
for our active life In ■. a modern 
civilization Is that we can have no 
isolation. In the course of a single 
day each of us comes in contact 
with a hundred or more people. 

Thus it is almost impossible for 
a person in modern life to avoid 
contact with people who are suffer- 
ing from colds. Infants can, and 
should be, protected from such con- 
tacts. Elderly people and invalids 
may be seriously affected by colds. 
They can and should protect them- 
aelves from contact with people 
who have colds. It is net pos- 
sible, however.. for the active busy 
person In the office, ahop or school 
to protect himself at all times from 
persons who are sneezing and 
coughing with a cold. Some degree 
of exposure is unavoidable.
